Police out in number as EDL 
march passes peacefully 


AN English Defence League 
(EDL) march in Luton passed 
without incident yesterday 
afternoon. 

This was due to a high police 
presence and both 
the EDL march and 
protest being kept 
at a distance 
from a counter 
protest organ¬ 
ised by groups 
such as United 
Against 
Fascism. 

Officers from 
police forces all 
over the country 
were brought in, from as far 
afield as the East Midlands and 
Essex, to contain the protest. 

There was a small incident 


when speeches were being 
given by EDL members in the 
centre of Luton, when some 
members of the counter pro¬ 
test appeared, with a small 

number of EDL mem¬ 
bers trying to confront 
them, but swift action 
by the police pre¬ 
vented any violence. 

Around 400 mem¬ 
bers of the EDL 
were present, with 
over a hundred at 
the counter demon¬ 
stration. Six were 
arrested for breach of 
the peace in Inkerman 
Street.

Did PCC add to delay - J4L

A CAMPAIGN group has questioned 
whether an inquiry into a leak by 
Police & Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins played a role in the overall 
delay of the investigation into the 
death of Leon Briggs. 

The Justice 4 Leon {J4L) group 
made the observation after the PCC 
criticised the length and cost of the 
investigation last week. 

The group said they ‘shared the sen¬ 
timents’ in the PCC’s criticism of the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC)’s investigation 
into how Mr Briggs died whilst in 


police custody last year. But they sug¬ 
gested he may have added to its delay. 

Mr Martins said the Bedfordshire 
Police officers and staff members 
suspended in relation to the inquiry 
were costing taxpayers £24,000 a 
month, and that the investigation 
had become ‘expensive’ and ‘slow’. 

Earlier this year the PCC was him¬ 
self investigated by the IPCC for 
leaking confidential information 
about the inquiry. 

It passed its findings on to the 
Crown Prosecution Service, which 
then said there was ‘insufficient evi¬ 
dence’ for prosecution. 

Liberty Louise, from the Justice 4 
Leon (J4L) campaign, said J4L and 


Leon’s family were ‘running out of 
patience’ following another update 
meeting with the IPCC last week 
where they were told a final report 
could be ready in March next year. 

She said: “Obviously we agree with 
the points about the delays in the 
investigation. We are not so focused 
on the monetary cost but we are 
interested in the length of the inves¬ 
tigation. But I think it’s possible that 
he (Oily Martins) may have held up a 
part of the investigation when he 
leaked information. 

“Although we agree with the senti¬ 
ments in his comments, we are not 
entirely sure about what he said.” 

Liberty added that J4L and Leon’s 


family had concerns about some 
aspects of how the investigation was 
being conducted. 

In his comments, PCC Martins 
said it was ‘a mystery’ as to why the 
process was taking so long. 

He also said the IPCC had this year 
received an extra £29 million, much 
of which came from policing budg¬ 
ets, but had shown no discernible 
difference in performance. 

He said: “If Bedfordshire Police had 
received £29m and I couldn’t see any 
improvement in performance I 
would be extremely disappointed.” 

An IPCC spokeswoman said: “We 
are expanding, we have been prom¬ 
ised more resources and we are 


changing the way we work. 

“That should enable us to better 
resource the way we investigate and 
speed up the time it takes but we’ll 
never compromise thoroughness for 
speed. Many of our investigations, 
especially those involving a death , 
are complex, involving many differ¬ 
ent lines of inquiry, and can take a 
long time to complete. We appreci¬ 
ate this is an added burden on all 
those directly affected. 

The spokeswoman added that 
police forces decided on officer sus¬ 
pensions and that it provided ‘regu¬ 
lar updates on the progress of our 
investigations so the force can 
review any restrictions on officers’.

Man who kicked victim 
in the head escapes jail

A PAINTER and decorator who 
kicked his victim’s head “like a 
football” outside a club was told 
by a judge that he “richly 
deserved” to go to prison. 

Paul Holliday, 57, struck David 
Smith with such force that he 
became unconscious, blood 
poured from his mouth and his 
partner thought he had died. 

In fact Mr Smith was taken to 
hospital from outside the Ivory 
Lounge in High Street North, 
Dunstable. He recovered, but 
was left with permanent scarring 
to the inside of his lip, Luton 
Crown Court heard. 

The attack was carried out after 
Holliday, who had been drinking 
in Dunstable pubs and clubs 


from the afternoon until the 
early hours, saw Mr Smith in a 
confrontation with his brother, 
who has a heart condition. He 
intervened by pushing the victim 
to the ground and delivering one 
brutal kick. 

Holliday, of Aldbanks, 
Dunstable, appeared for 
sentence having been convicted 
of unlawful wounding in the 
early hours of February 9 this 
year. 

His barrister Briony Molyneux 
said Holliday had acted out of 
character. She said he had not 
been in trouble with the courts 
since 1997. 

She said: “He is very ashamed 
to be before the court. What 
happened was not calculated or 
planned and he is very remorse¬ 
ful. In February 2013, a year 


previously, he lost his partner of 
30 years to motor neuron 
disease. 

“He had been deeply bereaved 
and has not got over the loss of 
his soul mate.” 

Recorder Patrick Fields told 
him: “It was a very, very violent 
kick with a shod foot. You richly 
deserve to go to prison.” 

But the judge said he could 
suspend the sentence having 
heard the mitigation and because 
Holliday had been out of trouble 
for a long time. 

He passed a two year jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years. 
He ordered him to carry out 150 
hours’ unpaid work. He must pay 
Mr Smith £2,000 compensation 
within 28 days, along with £1,000 
prosecution costs and a £100 
victim surcharge.

AWARD GIVEN TO POLICE OFFICER 

A POLICE officer based in Luton 
has been given an award for his 
part in trying to save a man who 
died after threatening to shot 
himself with a shotgun. 

Sergeant Chris Umpleby, from 
Hertfordshire Constabulary, was 
among four officers honoured at 
a ceremony. 

They had responded to an inci¬ 
dent on January 23, 2011 where a 
man, who had threatened to kill 
his ex-partner, had been located 
in a park with a shotgun. He 
stayed in the park overnight and 
died the next day after the 
firearm went off. 

GAZELLE NURSED WITH GOAT MILK 

A NEWBORN gazelle had to be 
nursed back to health by a senior 
keeper at Whipsnade Zoo after it 
was abandoned by its mother. 
Larry, born in October this year, 
is one of only four Thomson’s 
gazelles in the UK, all of which 
live at Whipsnade. He was taken 
in after being was abandoned at 
birth and bottle-fed with goat 
milk five times a day.

Passenger increase of 20 per cent predicted 


AFTER delivering record profits for 
the fourth year in a row, Luton-based 
easyjet expects the growth to con¬ 
tinue, especially at their UK home. 

A 20 per cent growth in passengers 
at Luton Airport is expected next 
year. 

Sophie Dekkers, easyjet UK 
Director said: “We saw a one per cent 
increase in passengers at Luton last 
year and we expect an even bigger 
growth next year, with the new 
routes we are launching from Luton.” 

They include the only UK airline 
offering direct flights to Moroccan 
holiday resort Essaouria, along with 
routes to Bodrum and Antalya in 
Turkey 

Ms Dekkers added: “As a result we 
will be expanding our Luton fleet 
from 15 to 18 planes and as a result 
we expect to see a passenger increase 
of around 20 per cent from Luton. 

“We are excited to grow our part¬ 
nership with the airport and have 
recently agreed a new 10-year infra¬ 
structure deal, showing our dedica¬ 
tion to Luton.” 

A new route from Luton to Porto 
will also start next year.

FIFTY thousand pounds worth of 
groundbreaking technology has 
been donated to Luton's Keech 
Hospice, making a real difference to 
the lives of disabled children. 

The cutting-edge equipment is 
designed to empower young people at 
the hospice who have complex and, in 
some cases, life threatening health¬ 
care needs, and allow them to 
embrace their creativity and commu¬ 
nicate effectively. 

An example of this is the new 
Eyegaze technology, which tracks eye 
movement using a camera, allowing 
children to communicate just by 
moving their eyes. 

It can do anything from telling their 
parents or carers what they’d like to 
eat, to passing on messages and 
having a conversation. 

It means that these children can 
enter and stay involved in the world 
around in ways they were unable to 
before, due to their disabilities.

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‘Serious concern’ 
over rape reports

ALLEGATIONS of rape in Bedfordshire have 
been incorrectly judged not to be a crime 
when they should have been, according to 
a damning report published by a police 
watchdog last week. 

An investigation carried out by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of Constabulary (HMIC) found 
that out of the 23 rapes recorded 
being a ‘no crime’ by Bedfordshire 
Police, nine should have remained as 
one. 

In the most extensive analysis of 
crime-recording ever carried out by 
HMIC of forces in England and 
Wales, it was discovered that the 
national average of crime going 
unrecorded was almost 20 per cent 
between November 2012 and October 
last year. 

The report found that, on average, over a 
quarter of sexual offences and a third of 
violent crimes reported to the police each year 
are not being recorded as such and that 



officers were less likely to record violent and 
sexual offences as crimes than other types. 

The report said victims are ‘not getting the 
service they deserve’. 

Of the 63 general incidents in Bedfordshire 
which were reviewed by HMIC, 55 should have 
been recorded as crimes but only 45 were. In 
addition three were wrongly classified and 
two were recorded outside of the 72 hour time 
limit. 

Her Majesty’s Chief Inspector of 
Constabulary Tom Winsor said: “Failure 
to properly record crime is indefensi¬ 
ble. This is not about numbers and 
dry statistics; it’s about victims and 
the protection of the public. 

“The position in the case of rape 
and other sexual offences is a mat¬ 
ter of especially serious concern.” 
Assistant Chief Constable at 
Bedfordshire Police, Nigel Trippett 
said: “Victims remain at the heart of all 
we do, so any crime being incorrectly 
recorded is a concern and we will do every¬ 
thing we can to improve the quality of our 
systems and processes. We already have an 
action plan in place.”

New alert over diabetes risk 

SIR - Less than half of people are aware that 
diabetes can cause serious complications 
such as amputations, according to a new 
survey we commissioned, despite the fact 
that there have been 154 diabetes-related 
amputations in Bedfordshire and 59 in 
Luton in the last three years. 

Our nationwide survey suggests that just 
43 per cent of people are aware that diabe¬ 
tes can cause foot ulcers or amputations. 

The charity is concerned that awareness of 
the devastating impact diabetes can have is 
so low, with the survey also showing that 
less than half of people understand that the 
condition can cause blindness (47 per cent) 


or early death (45 per cent). 

We have revealed the findings to mark the 
start of an advertising campaign in 
Bedfordshire and Luton to get across the 
serious potential impact of the condition. 

The aim of the campaign, funded by 
Diabetes UK’s National Charity Partnership 
with Tesco, is to raise awareness of the 
potential impact of Type 2 diabetes. 

Up to 80 per cent of Type 2 cases could be 
prevented or delayed through lifestyle 
changes, but the charity is concerned that 
people in Bedfordshire and Luton may not 
understand why it is so important to do 
what people can to help prevent it. 

It is vital that we raise awareness of the 
potential consequences of Type 2 diabetes, 
in particular, so people understand that if 
they are carrying extra weight then it is 
really important they take steps to lose it. 

This is why I hope our advertising cam¬ 
paign will get across the message about the 
seriousness of diabetes and give people 
something practical they can do to reduce 
their risk. 

The campaign will run until 14 December 
with radio adverts then adverts will appear 
on trains, gyms, malls, cinemas, motorway 
service stations and London Underground. 
National TV adverts will also appear from 
Monday 17th November. People can text 
GUIDE to 70707 to receive a free guide to 
diabetes and a pedometer.

Visit shows 'hatred 


Luton Borough Council’s 
Press and Communications 
Officer, Adam Kearney, has 
just returned from four days 
in Bosnia with UK-based 
charity, Remembering 
Srebrenica. 

Selected to represent 
Luton, Adam joined a 
UK-wide delegation of 16 
‘young leaders’ invited to 
visit the town of Srebrenica 
and learn from the 1995 
genocide. 

The event, in which 
Bosnian Serb forces, led by 
General Ratko Mladic, 
systematically massacred 
8,372 men and boys, is the 
greatest single atrocity on 
European soil since the 
Second World War. 

The charity was set up to 
honour the memory of the 
victims and to use the 
lessons from the terrible 
events to create a better 
world and teach about the 
consequences of hatred in a 
multi-ethnic society. 

As part of the trip Adam 
made a pledge to raise 
awareness in Luton of the 
genocide and its conse¬ 
quences; and to play his 
small part in ensuring that 
something like this can 
never happen in the UK. 

Speaking after returning 
from the trip, Adam said he 
was still shocked and

saddened by what he 
experienced and also the 
vivid accounts of what 
happened in 1995. 

He said: “I’d read about it 
in detail before I left, and 
knew things were bad, but 
only from being there can 
you see, feel and experience 
how unbelievably atrocious 
this evil act actually was. 

“More than 8,000 men and 
boys were hunted down and 
slaughtered because they 
were Bosnian Muslims. 
There was no other reason - 
the aim was ethnic 
cleansing. 

“Only a visit to the country 
can make you fully 
appreciate that these men 
and boys are not statistics; 
they were the fathers, 
husbands, sons and loved 
ones of those that were left 
behind. 


“What also got to me was 
where this despicable event 
happened less than 20 years 
ago in our own back yard; 
just two hours away from 
Luton.” 

The delegation’s tour guide 
was Resad Trbonja, a man 
who not only lived through 
the Bosnian war, but had 
fought on the frontline and 
was able to share his own 
experiences with the group. 

There were a number of 
stops during the tour includ¬ 
ing an exhibition in Sarajevo 
dedicated to the genocide, a 
memorial site for the victims 
and the International 
Commission of Missing 
People which is still tracing 
human remains to this day. 
More than 1,000 bodies are 
still missing or unidentified. 

On a more personal level 
the group met a man who 
was one of very few who 
actually survived the 
genocide after being 
captured and tortured; and 
also the ‘Mothers of 
Srebrenica’, a group of 
women whose sons, 
husbands and brothers were 
murdered. 

Adam now wants to keep 
his promise to the ‘Mothers’ 
who pleaded with the group 
to help them fight for justice 
by sharing their story. 

“We were told that one

third of Bosnians still deny 
the genocide even took 
place”, said Adam. “The 
message from the mothers 
was simple - tell the world it 
did happen, it destroyed 
them and that it must never 
happen again. This is why 
I’m sharing this story. 

“Luton is a multi-ethnic 
town which definitely has 
its challenges. I know some 
people are sceptical of some 
of the ‘cohesion’ work that 
the council and its partners 
carry out. 

“My trip to Bosnia has 
proven to me how impor¬ 


tant this work actually is. 

It’s absolutely vital that we 
all work together and do 
what we can to ensure we 
live in a cohesive and 
harmonious society and 
that hatred is never, ever 
tolerated. 

“Luton has tensions but 
without positive community 
leaders things would be 
worse. I didn’t realise how 
vital they were until I went 
to Bosnia. We need influen¬ 
tial people who will stand 
up to groups that try to 
divide us. The horrors of the 
past should remind us of the 


consequences of hatred and 
to ensure events like this do 
not happen again. 

“The trip was very 
emotional, one I will never 
forget. I realised that 
humans can be very disap¬ 
pointing at times. But they 
can also be wonderful. 

“The one thing I learnt 
more than anything else is 
that hatred is a weakness 
and nothing positive can 
come of it.”

TRAVEL FEATURE 


NOVEMBER can be gloomy. Dreary weather, 
ever longer, darker nights and still too early 
to put up the Christmas decorations. So, 
STEVE LOWE and family made the sensible 
decision to spend a week on the delightful 
Portuguese island of Madeira. This is what 
they found. 

THERE are paradise islands to suit every 
taste. For the rich and famous and, to be fair 
the present Mrs Lowe, there is Barbados. 

For the Germans, there is Majorca. For Brits 
trying to escape the hurly-burly, it’s a Greek 
island hiding in the Aegean. For those who like 
to be tanning their bodies by day and legless 
by night, there are the Costas. And for the 
more discerning palate, there is Madeira. 

It doesn’t have everything. There are no 
beaches and consequently no madding crowds 
hunting sun, sand, sea and other things that 
begin with ‘s’. But for families and young 
people who want something a bit different, 
there’s masses to do and see. It’s not just for the 
older generation who like waking up and 
smelling the flowers. 

Madeira, known as ‘The Floating Garden’, 
boasts glorious sunshine, wild, mountainous 
scenery and breath-takingly exotic flowers. 
Even the arrival can be a bit breath-taking, as 
it is a fairly short runway perched on the side of 
a hill. 

We stayed in an apartment in Funchal, the 
capital and only sizeable town. It is both 
beautiful and well maintained as, these days, 
the island is a magnet for cruise ships dispens¬ 
ing their Euro-laden cargo. 

Once, of course, the island produced sugar 
cane, wine and bananas. It still does but on a 
much smaller scale, although the legacy is 
very important to the island. 

The terrifying toboggan runs which you can 
take from Monte, a hillside town atop Funchal, 
were orignally used to take the produce to the 
waiting ships in the harbour. The trend of tak¬ 


ing people, and scaring them half to death, 
began after one of the estate owners hitched a 
lift when late for his ship. The more cautious 
can take a cable car from Funchal to Monte. 

The great bonus of the old plantations, 
though are the Levadas. These were originally 
built as irrigation channels, to carry water 
from the wet and mountainous north-west of 
the island, to the drier, flatter south-east where 
the crops are grown. A path running alongside 
enabled them to be kept clean and maintained 
and they’re still in use. 

But as an added advantage they provide 
access across the island, parts of which would 


otherwise be impenetrable. These Levada 
walks can be a relatively easy stroll, an ener¬ 
getic ramble, or something only experienced 
hill walkers should try. 

Tucked in among the shops, bars and restau¬ 
rants in Funchal’s central pedestrianised 
street, you’ll find Blandy’s, maker of the most 
famous Madeira wine. Nearby is the colourful 
daily market and museum. 

Surrounded by remarkable volcanic lava 
formations and perched on sheer cliffs that 
tower above the crashing sea hundreds of feet 
below, other small towns spatter the coastline. 

The sea around Madeira, the largest of an 


archipelago of islands, is a sanctuary for 
whales, dolphins and seals. 

We took a boat - a pirate ship actually - out to 
investigate but they were all hiding. 

Back on land the botanical gardens are spec¬ 
tacular but the real attractions of this island, 
the unforgettable beauty of Madeira, is there 
in the wild and it’s all natural, not man-made.

MATTHEW McConaughey is back 
on the big screen with a team of 
explorers, travelling beyond our 
galaxy to save mankind’s future. 

On Earth, disease blights crops, 
dust storms desecrate landscapes 
and the planet’s resources are all but 
used up. Abandoning our once green 
planet is the solution as humanity 
races to find a new home. 

Ex-marine pilot Cooper lives in the 
American Midwest of the near future 
with his father-in-law, his son Tom 
and daughter Murphy. 


Nolan spends the first hour of the 
film introducing us to this family, 
but it’s only when Cooper and 
Murphy discover the remnants of 
NASA that the story really gets going. 

Cooper is recruited to accompany 
Dr Amelia Brand across the galaxy 
and through a giant wormhole to 
find a new planet for humans to 
colonise on an epic journey, but 
leaving behind two angry children. 

McConaughey is on top form as 
Cooper and nails every scene. 

His partnership with Jessica 
Chastain as Murphy is perfect and 
portrays the real grit and love of a 
father-daughter relationship, espe¬ 
cially one as bruised as this. It is 
Cooper’s love for his daughter that is 
the real human heart to this film. 

There’s no denying that Interstellar 


is beautifully made with spectacular 
special effects and some heart-in¬ 
mouth moments. There’s a healthy 
dose of wow factor from tense dock¬ 
ing manoeuvres, a frozen tundra, 
tidal waves and a surprise visitor. 

But the awe-inspiring spectacles 
are more satisfying than the story 
which, as with most reality altering 
narratives, is full of maddening 
concepts and too many continuity 
errors to count. 

We get bogged down with science 
which results in a total detachment 
from these characters as they 
struggle to save their entire race. 

Think 2001: A Space Odyssey meets 
Inception, so if you can handle that 
for three hours then we’re on to a 
winner.

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Skoda Fabia 1.4 TDI 


Skoda’s three-cylinder 1.4-litre diesel Fabias 
might not be the cheapest superminis on the 
market, but the 90PS models in particular offer 
strong value. It’s hard to argue with 83mpg fuel 
economy, especially when they drive so well, 
offer so much practicality and cling on to their 
value so tenaciously. 

The 1.4-litre diesel engine that powers this third-generation 
Fabia is available in either 90 or 105PS guises and it’s a sweet 
little three-cylinder installation. We’ll concentrate on the 
90PS unit here, largely because it’ll appeal to more UK buyers 
and we reckon it makes by far the more convincing buying 
proposition. Performance is a bit livelier than its 62mph sprint 
figure of 11.1 seconds would suggest, thanks to a healthy 
torque figure of230Nm that’s yours for the picking from 
just 1,750 through to 2,500rpm. You’ll need to stay on top of 
the six-speed manual gearchange though, but that’s no great 
hardship. 

Ride quality is excellent, with Skoda unburdened by 
pretensions of sportiness. At this point, we’d normally explain 
that this comes at the expense of cornering ability, but the 
Fabia can take a bend very cleanly, with taut body control and 
accurate steering. That blend between damping, spring rates, 
tyre specification and roll stiffness is really well judged. Turn-in 
is also excellent for a diesel car. 

Drop inside and you’ll find a cabin that’s slightly longer 
and larger than in the previous model and at the same time 


provides the driver and passengers with increased headroom. 
Although the third generation Fabia is 8mm shorter than its 
predecessor, its interior length has increased by around 8mm 
to 1,674mm. Elbow room is also greater at 1,401mm (21mm 
longer) at the front and 1,386mm (2mm longer) at the rear. The 
boot is the largest within the car’s segment at 330-litres, which 
is 15-litres more than the previous model. With the rear seats 
folded down, loading capacity increases to up to 1,150-litres. 
The loading area is 960mm wide, which is 2cm wider than the 
previous car. 

Yes, the Skoda Fabia 1.4 TDI is a very sensible car and, to 
the casual observer, it might be construed as a bit of a boring 
choice. It’s safe and steady, it gets great fuel economy and it’s 
reliable. Spend any time in one, however, and you’ll realise 
that the talents of the Volkswagen Group have been put 
to very good use. It actually drives a lot better than many 
of its so-called sporting rivals. There’s a consistency to its 
control weights and a refinement to its suspension that feels 
reassuringly expensive. 

The three-pot engine is both characterful and economical. It’s 
never particularly fast, but it has the torque to get you out of 
a spot. Downsides? The interior could have been a little more 
adventurous and the fact that the 105PS version of this engine 
is only offered in Elegance trim that will set you back almost 
£17,000. Otherwise, this is an easy car to recommend to people 
who know nothing about cars and to those who know a lot. 
Those folk in the middle will make up the biggest challenge 
for Skoda.

LUTON Town's 11-game unbeaten League Two 
run came to an end in this top-of-the-table 
tussle as the Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink effect 
saw them suffer a case of Brewer's droop. 

A late red card for Luke Wilkinson added to 
the Hatters’ misery as they were knocked off 
the top spot, handing the Chelsea legend - 
newly installed in the Burton hotseat - a victo¬ 
ry in his first game in charge at the Pirelli 
Stadium. 

It was Luton’s first ever visit here too but it 
was not Dutch total football, via the Kings 
Road, that did for them but a rudimentary error 


from a set-piece. Jonathan Smith was caught 
napping and Phil Edwards rose unchecked to 
head in from a corner straight after the inter¬ 
val. 

“We conceded a goal from a corner, which we 
don’t do,” said manager John Still. 

“To be fair to Jonathan Smith, he’s put his 
hand up. He just lost the runner.” 

But the Town boss could not fault his side’s 
performance aside from that error. 

“This is football,” he said, adding; “I’m not 
unrealistic enough to think that we are just 
going to blow teams away every week, because 
we are playing good teams. 

“For playing one of the teams that are up 
there with us, I think I’ve got no complaints 
with the performance. None at all.” 

A point would perhaps still have been a fairer 
result but with top scorer Mark Cullen injured 
and left on the bench they struggled in the 
creation stakes. 


Shaun Whalley was the only other change 
from the side that beat Tranmere last weekend 
and, back in the side for the first time since 
September’s 2-0 win over Oxford, he provided 
the most incisive, attacking focal point for the 
Hatters, dribbling and driving at defenders. 

But, in the first half, there was very little to 
raise the pulse. In fact, heartbeats around the 
Pirelli Stadium peaked in the first ten minutes 
when Burton keeper Jon McLaughlin tipped 
over the bar from Luke Guttridge’s first-time 
volley and George Taft bundled over Whalley in 
the penalty area. Referee James Adcock aston¬ 
ishingly waved Luton appeals away and the 
contest flat-lined. 

The hosts were physical but all too often 
opted for the aerial option which would have 
enraged the famous father of former manager 
Nigel Clough who - and this is to paraphrase - 
proclaimed in his pomp that God would have 
put grass in the clouds had he wanted football

LUTON RFC were narrowly beaten 17-14 at Eton 
Manor in London One North yesterday, in a 
game that saw very little by way of clear-cut 
opportunities. Luton fell behind early on to a 
penalty try, that was converted, to trail 7-0 with 
three minutes on the clock. 

Johnny Wright responded for Luton with a try, 
converted by Rik Hobbs, to level the scores at 7-7 
with 21 minutes played. Hobbs then ran in a try 
of his own minutes later, adding the conversion 


to establish a 14-7 lead for Luton, though Eton 
Manor scored an unconverted try before the 
break to reduce the deficit to two points at the 
turnaround. A tight second half saw just the one 
score - and that was a try for the home side to 
hand the advantage back to Eton Manor, 17-14, 
which was how it remained. 

In Midlands Three East South, Stockwood Park 
beat St Ives 34-3 at London Road, with Eddie 
Wiggins in exceptional form to run in a hat-trick. 

“Eddie’s an excellent player,” said Jason Carr, 
Stockwood’s player/chairman. “And he’s away at 
university this year, so he’s not available every 
week, but it’s great to have his speed and execu¬ 
tion on the wing in conditions that weren’t great 


this afternoon. Six tries scored by us, that’s not 
bad.” 

Also crossing the whitewash for Stockwood 
were Alex Lovell, Alex Harnett and Ben Griffin, 
with Carr and Steve Pollock adding the conver¬ 
sions. “That was probably our best performance 
of the season,” added Stockwood Park President 
John Humphries. 

Dunstablians lost 16-8 at home to Oakham in 
Midlands Two East South. 

“We’re very disappointed,” said Dees’ prop 
Simon George. “We were excellent at times, but 
then made silly mistakes in key areas, and we 
paid the price. We’re experiencing a poor run of 
form, we’ve forgotten how to win.”

played there. The existence of imaginary deities aside, the 
Hatters dealt comfortably enough with that tactic for all but 
the decisive 47th minute. 

Before that, and in the absence of a clear-cut chance for the 
Brewers, Luton almost gifted them an opener. Steve McNulty’s 
backpass to Mark Tyler enticed Stuart Beavon enough to see 
the Town fans behind the goal all hold their breath. 

The paucity of goalmouth action exaggerated that reaction 
but their keeper, making his 250th appearance for the club, 
used all of that experience to make sure that any danger was 
quickly defused. 

The game needed a goal and it came two minutes into the 
second half when, from a corner, an unmarked Edwards 
headed in off the underside of the bar. 

It was the first time in 12 league games that Town had 
trailed - and the outcome was the same as it was against 
Plymouth back on September 6. 

On came Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu, Andy Drury and Ricky 
Miller in an attempt to change that. There was a noticeable 
increase in tempo but, for the latter especially, there was to be 
no hat-trick of super sub interventions after goals in each of 


his last two cameos. Burton had a chance in the 75th minute 
to wrap up the points when substitute Bryn Morris’ slide rule 
pass found Beavon who dragged his shot wide of the post. 

Paul Benson, who had largely been bullied by Burton’s big 
centre backs, found space from a corner and forced the impe¬ 
rious McLaughlin into the last of many saves, while Scott 
Griffiths couldn’t connect with a flying header moments 
later. It got worse in added time when Wilkinson was given 
his marching orders for a professional foul on Matty Palmer. 

Still labelled the foul “stupid” because it will cost one of 
Luton’s most consistent performers a three-match ban. 

And for Town, after such a giddy run, that won’t help the 
hangover.

DUNSTABLE Town’s poor run of form contin¬ 
ued as they fell to a 2-1 home defeat against 
Truro City yesterday afternoon. 

The result was their fifth successive defeat 
in the Calor Southern Premier League and 
their early season form now seems a distant 
memory. 

The visitors got the initial breakthrough 
with 17 minutes on the clock when Matt 
Wright bundled in a cross from the left wing 


by Ed Palmer at close range. 

A second goal soon followed, with Wright 
finding the net again for his brace. 

A free kick from Palmer was met by Wright, 
who rose highest to head home and double 
the visitors’ advantage. 

After the restart, Dunstable pressured the 
visitors as they went all out to try and salvage 
something from the match. 

They were rewarded after 70 minutes, with 
new signing Inih Effiong instantly endearing 
himself to The Blues’ faithful, scoring to get 
Dunstable back into the game less than 24 
hours after arriving at the club from Chesham 
United. 


However, they were unable to capitalise and 
find that all important second goal and 
remain in mid-table. 

There was more luck for Barton Rovers, who 
ran out 3-0 winners over Beaconsfield SYCOB 
in the Calor Southern League Division One 
Central. 

Despite Barton pressuring from the off, the 
two sides went in level at the break at 0-0. 

Rovers had a number of chances, the best 
coming on 20 minutes when Kevin Kilroy’s 
shot crashed against the bar. 

It took until the 73rd minute for Barton to 
find a breakthrough when Connor Vincent 
fired home to give the hosts the lead. 


They didn’t have to wait much longer to 
double their lead, when Keshi Anderson 
poked home in the 83rd minute. 

Anderson netted once more in the third 
minute of stoppage time to secure the victory. 

AFC Dunstable are in second round action 
in the FA Vase today, when they host Suffolk 
outfit Kirkley & Pakefield who play in the 
Eastern Counties League.

One, Crawley Green’s trip to Southall was 
postponed due to a waterlogged pitch, while 
in Division Two The 61 FC (Luton) were beat¬ 
en 3-0 at home to Hale Leys United. 
Totternhoe lost 6-3 at Old Bradwell.

Tyler: I will keep going 
until my body says no

MARK Tyler says he is hoping 
to play for at least four more 
years after making a bitter¬ 
sweet 250th appearance for 
Luton Town. 

The 37-year-old goalkeeper 
hardly had a thing to do in the 
top-of-the-table clash at 
Burton but his side lost 1-0 and 
their 11-game unbeaten run 
was halted. 

It saw Town knocked off the 
League Two top spot but Tyler 
- Luton’s fourth most capped 
goalie - insisted it won’t deter 
them from their promotion 
push. 

“At my age you take every 
game as it comes,” he said, 
adding: “I want to play in 
League One next year and go 
as high as I can. 

“I’ll keep going until my body 
says ‘no’. It could be next week, 
it could be in four years’ time. 

“I’m privileged to have 
played such a long career at my 
age, so I’m just delighted to 


play every game at the 
moment.” 

He played every league game 
of last season and this term 
and now sits behind former 
Hatters keepers Ron Baynham 
(434), Bernard Streten (299) 
and Les Sealey (259) in terms 
of all-time appearances. 

“Records are nice,” Tyler 
admitted, adding: “I came to 
this club to play first-team 
football and, touch wood, I 
think I’ve done all right. 

“To play as many games as I 
have at my age is brilliant, so 
long may it continue.” 

Tyler, who played 483 times 
for former side Peterborough, 
signed for Town in September 
2009 with relegation to the 
Conference already con¬ 
firmed. There have been plen¬ 
ty of ups and downs in between 
the sticks but when asked 
about his highlight in a Hatters 
shirt, he said: “Norwich away. 

“Don’t get me wrong, 
Wembley is brilliant and eve¬ 
ryone wants to play at 
Wembley. Seeing 30,000 fans 
when you come out was an 
honour and a privilege but 


Norwich is my home town. It’s 
where I started and it was a 
great FA Cup run. 

“My first game for Luton will 
always stick in my memory - 
Wimbledon away. 

“I didn’t realise what we were 
getting into until I saw every¬ 
one jumping over the barriers 
when we scored a goal and I 
knew I was at a proper club.” 

At Burton, those fans sang, as 
they always do, “There’s only 
one Mark Tyler”. It’s not a ter¬ 
ribly original ditty but the vet¬ 
eran is grateful for the sup¬ 
port. 

“They are brilliant,” he said, 
of the 1,998 travelling support. 

“I give 100 per cent every 
game. I love my job and I’m 
privileged to do what I do. 

“To have that backing and at 
every away game is tremen¬ 
dous. We appreciate it, don’t 
you worry about that. 

“At home we have 10,000, 
they’re with us all the way and 
we’ll have many more ups and 
downs but they’re fully behind 
us. On behalf of all the players 
it was great support again and 
we love them to bits.”
